THE PHILADELPHIA MINT- 


How Uncle Sam “Makes His Millions of 
Gold and Silver Coin, 


The m=zt at Philadelphia was 


the first in the Unite] States, and for 
many yoirs it was the only one. Then 
branches were established at New 
Orleans. Carson City, and San Fran- 
esto. But in 1873 “the United Scates 
Mat’ was made a burean of the 
Treasury Deparim=st, with ite head- 
quarters in Washington, and cach 
minting establishment was made in:le- 
pendent of the others. The Philade}- 
phia Mat, however, continues to be 
the moet importaat one jn the coun- 
try, and the one in which most mon- 
ey is made and mos: gow and silver 
bullion is stored. 


The priacipal vault that we wont 
jnto =stood with open doors, but 
guarded by two moa. It is onty a 
good-s'z™d room, but it Is stee!- lined, 
and its doors ara safe doors six inches 
thick. It conneets with another vaut 
of equal s’22, shut off with a haavy 
wire door, jo‘ked with many lo*ks, 
and sealed with wax seals. The Inner 
rocm is filled, piled from wall to will 
and from floor to cailing, with silver 
bars, They crowd up even against 
the wire door, ail pied up neatly. 
The outer room is only about two- 
thirds full, but it is filliag up rap. id- 
ly. The value of the slver bars now 
in these two vaults is $41,0C0,090. 
Across the hall is a larger vault, in 
which are 52,000,000 silver dollars, 

ail tied up fa bags, 1.000 in each bag. 
This vault Js sealed, aad has nut been 
opened for several years. In four 
other vauitse there js silver bullion 
worth £32,000,000. C4 a flight of 

stairs Is a vault containing po tomeaes 3 
000 worth of go.d bars. Two mo are 
directiy prespomsible for these anal 
sums. One igs dircetor of the mint, 
and the other is Colonel Bosbyshell, 
Superindendent of the Mint. Of the 
two mon who. as I have said, I found 
guarding the open door of one of the 
vaults, one represents the Director of 
the Mint, and tie cther the Superin- 
tendent. Each is a check upon the 
other: and nothing can b* pat in 
or taken out withont its being s°en 
and recorded by them both. The 
rault doors cannot bs opened mn'ess 
they are beth present. 

Mr. Danglison is the Registrar of 
Deposits, and ail the gold and silver 
enters the building Is weighed 
and recorded in the department with 
which he is connected. In this office 
are scales so large that they «vill 
weigh several hundred pounds, 
so delicate that the hundredth part 
of an ounee will move them. The re- 
gistrar’s big book, however, Is even 
more interesting than the s7fies. 
This bie bock ts full o? small ITCH,

bottcem, and {is boiled in nitric aci 
The nitric ackl dissolves the ‘silver, 
which turns into a fiuid and runs out 
through the slit, but the acid does 
not affect the gold. When the silver 
has beea dissolved In this way, there 
remains in the thimb‘e a very snail 
chip cf pure gotd. 

This little corzet of gold determines 
the proportion of god in the whole 
bar. You will readily see how this 
is done. The first chip of god repre- 
sented the whoie bar, and it weighed 
halfa gramme. Whatever proportioa 
the cornet of refined goid bears to 
haif a gramme, that is the propor- 
ticn of go'd in the bar. If the cornet 
weighs only a quarter of a gramme. 
then the original chip was only half 
goid, so that the whole ber is only 
half gold. Ths entire bar is then re- 
f'aeld in ths same way In the separat- 
ing--rocm, and the pur: go‘d ts stored 
away in vaults. 

Tho assaying of siiver ie an entirely 
differeat matter, and is dcne on a 
so much larger stale that whea I 
show you how sliver is handled in 
large quantities for making cvins yo 
will eae pracisely how it {fs assayed 
You must be prepared for a surprise 
when I tell you that ali the silver 
that gocs Into the mint is turns] into 
exvater before it is made Into coin. 
Perhaps not pure water. but as you 
s@> {t In the tanks It looks like water; 
and if you were to have a bottieful 
of it In your hand, you would be will- 
ing to say that it was nothing but 
water. In one of the rooms ia a great 
tank cf boiling nitric acid, and nitric 
acid as you kaow, looks Ek> water. 
The silver Is thrown into this tank. 
end, presto! it disappears like an 
icicie fa a boiling kettle. In ten min- 
utes It Is all gone, disappeared en- 
tirely, and there is nothing In the 
tank. apparently, but bo!ling water. 
But metals ar2 not destroyed by chem- 
ical processes. They only “change 
thelr form. The nitric acil dissoives 
the silver and changes it Into nitrate 
of silver; but the silver is still there, 
though it looks now Hk2 water. When 
thrown into the tank of nitric acid 
the stiver fs In little grains like fine 
shot, for it Is first msitel and poured 
into atub of water, and this separ. 
ates into minute particles. We have 
seen these particles dissolved by tiie 
acid, and turned, as it seems, into wa- 
ter. Now to recover our silver again. 


The liquid frem the boiling tank is 
run off into tubs, and some common 
salt water is poured into each tub. 
Almost instantly a soft stuff Ike 
slaked lime appears, and settles to the 
bottom of the tubs. This is tho siiver 
back. The nitrie acid has 
eaten up all the base metals that may 
have been mixed with it. and what fs 
Ioft is called chloride of silver, thoath 
it doas mot look at all like silver. 
As svon as it is all pracipitated (that 
is, sattied to the bottom) the liquid is 
poured out ned the cheesy mass is 
put onto moulds, and under a prossure 
of eighty tons fs pressed into round 
cakes that look for all the worll Lk 
small chaeses. These cakes unre then 
treated with spelter, or zine, and tiris 
turns them into the purest virgta sfi- 
colns.

Ifa coin Is too light, they lay it aside 
to be remelted; if it is too heavy, they 
file a little from its edge to briag it to 
tha proper weight.

In stamping the ccins, the first pro- 
ceas is to cua them through a ma-
